The islands were discovered in 1506 by 
the Portuguese Admiral Tristan, after 
whom they are named. They are a 
group of three small islands belonging 


to Great Britain, situated two thousand 


miles west of Cape of Good Hope and 
about four thousand miles northeast of 
Cape Horn, and lie somewhat north of 
a line drawn between the two capes. 

Tristan, the largest and northernmost 
island, has an area of sixteen square 
miles. 

It is recorded that when the small 
garrison which was maintained on the 
Island of Tristan by the British govern- 
ment was abandoned in the year 1817, 
a corporal in the Royal Artillery ‘Will 
Glass, by name,) with his wife and two 
masons, were left behind at thelr own 
request, and thus was begun the pres- 
ent settlement. 

From time to time additional settlers 
arrived or shipwrecked mariners decided 
to remain, and in 1827 five colored wom- 
en from St. Helena were induced to mi- 
grate to Tristan to become the wives 
of the five bachelors then on the island. 
Later colored women from Cape Colony 
married residents there. The people are, 
therefore, of mixed blood, the British 
strain predominating. 

An amusing story- was told of how one 
of the older inhabitants happened to be 
a resident on-the island. When he was 
quite a young man he was shipwrecked 
a few miles off the coast of Tristan and

UR little Ban of land in the San 

Gabriel Valley is surrounded by all 
the contrasts of Southern California. 
There is the pressure of amazing progress 
against the colorful, romantic back- 
ground of yesterday. 

The Anglo-Saxon is building an empire 
in the land which the Latin could con- 
quer but could not hold. We follow the 
shining highways through forests.of oil 
derricks, rising cities and countless acres 
of industrial development and intensive 
cultivation. 

A bewildering panorama, and one al- 
most impossible of human comprehen- 
sion when we think of that first organ- 
ized immigrant train for settlement by 
Americans, leaving Sapling Grove, Kan., 
some eighty-five years ago, and heading 
for the new land beyond the Sierras. 


In this drama of evolution a few things 
are still unchanged. There is the miracle 
of each recurring springtide when the 
Orange groves of the San Gabriel are 
white with blossoms and the wild flowers 
rainbow a thousand valleys; when along 
the driveway of the Acre, poppies catch 
the sun in their uplifted cups and change 
it to shining gold. The mountains are 
unchafiged. Serene and immutable, they 
call to us across the valley just as they 
have called to all men down the long 
years. When we took possession of the 
Acre, these sky-flung landscapes became 
ours also. Their barriers are for our pro- 
tection. In the summer, reaching out 
strong arms to hold back the desert 
winds. During the winter, catching and 
condensing the moisture-bearing winds 
from the ocean, and storing the water 
against the summer's need. 


For those who have come to live near 
them, mountains have an intimate per- 
sonal significance. The Greek shepherds 
know the mountains that “look on Mara- 
thon” even as Horace delighted in white- 
peaked Socracte, and Petrarch in his be- 
loved Euganean hills, Switzerland sug- 
gests Mount Blanc at sunset, and Fuji- 
yama, rising from the sea, symbolizes the 
soul of Japan. As for ourselves, the San 
Gabriels, culminating in San Antonio, 
rise within our hearts. They are not high 
compared with Mount Whitney, but they 
are high enough to give “firm pillars for 
mysterious dawns” and “sunsets that re- 
dream the Apocalypse.” 

From our pergola can be seen the misty 
peaks of the far off San Bernardinos 
with San Gorgonio highest of all our 
southern Sierras. We can almost glimpse 
Mount Rubidoux where the Easter pil- 
grims gather as to a shrine; and where 
Carrie Jacobs Bond drew inspiration for 
her lovely ballad, “The End of a Perfect 
Day.” Here Henry Van Dyke caught the 
vision of his beautiful poem, “God of the 
Open Air.” Joaquin Miller, poet of the 
Sierras, leads us to the heights. In his 
lines, we scale the mountain fastnesses, 
look aloft at snowy peaks and hear the 
wild music of the cataracts. 


More than climate, it is the mountains 
that make it so difficult to leave Califor- 
nia. Other landscapes seem flat and 
tame by comparison. Certain it is that 
if we were to cross the frontier with no 
prospect of ever returning, we would feel 
like exiles from Eden; like captives fac- 
ing a sentence of life-long banishment 
from their beloved fatherland. For it is 
easier to come to California than to say 
good-by. She holds fast to her own. 
Something of her great mother spirit en- 
ters one’s heart. The breast of her soll 
is warm to her children. 


There is endless fascination in living 
on our own little piece of land. Some- 
how we don’t think of it as a piece of 
real estate. It has become part of us, the 
largest and best part of us. Its boun- 
daries have expanded in our hearts. Our 
roots have sunk deep into its hospitable 
soil. Nature’s mood is always changing 
on the Acre. Her color schemes are in- 
finitely varied. We watch them fade and 
glow in ever shifting combinations. The 
Acre is a marvelous text book wherein 
we learn from her wisdom. The trees 
whisper hints of immemorial things far 
back in the evolution of the race. And 
somewhere, deep down in our vegetative 
selves, there is a responsive quivering of 
root fibers and the stirring of wordless 
memories too incommunicable for 
speech. Mysterious and wonderful like 
the winds of the spirit, is this kinship 
with our growing things. At such times 
we feel part of a splendid brotherhood. 
There's a sense of peace that comes most 
often when self is forgotten and .God 
speaks to us in the beauty of His green 
world. It's as if we were getting closer 
to Him in this intimacy with the trees 
He loves. 

Our wistaria pergola adds a lovely 
touch of fulfillment to the enjoyment of 
life in Southern California. It is break- 
fast and dining room for most of the 
year. Every strand of its fragrant luxu- 
riance has been personally conducted. 
We are always pushing exploring tendrils 
into place, for the wistaria, being of an 
adventuresome disposition, is a great 
traveler. Each year new developments, 
new plans and experiences suggest that 
the real dimensions of our Acre are 
spiritual rather than definite and fixed. 
It is too large to be measured in actual 
figures. Ours are the sky lines of the 
mountains—lines that flow like music. 
We have seen the moon rise over San 
Antonio and heard the wind come from 
great distances across the Sierras. The 
trade-winds blow all summer long 
through the branches of the walnut 
trees. The orange and lemon groves of 
the San Gabriel stretch away in endless 
pageantry of green and gold. There's 
the thrill of the first rain bringing spring 
in November and turning all the dusty 
hills to tender, living green. Ours are 
the winter sunsets when San Antonio, 
best beloved of all the Sierra Madre 


peaks, wears its opal «rown of ice and 
snow. Then the sun seems to set in all 
four points of the compass. The Puente 
Hills glow in shining purple. The Sierra 
Madres are rimmed with fire; and even 
the distant San Bernardinos are part of 
the same wonderful picture.

large Inut trees join wide-spreading 
branches.

when the bright showers of falling leaves 
make a gorgeous contrast to the dusty 
green of the oranges and avocados. We 
never rake them up until the last leaf 
‘has fallen. Then they cover the ground 
like a carpet of old gold. 


All summer long these splendid trees 
lift their souls in branching beauty. To 
the tip of the tiniest twig, they exult in 
the ecstasy of living. Swaying in the 
trade winds and flashing their rich green 

. in harmony with nature's laws, achieving 
tirelessly but without haste the goal of 
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the seasons’ they have sunk 
their roots deep into some life-giving 
current of energy. We feel their poise 
and serenity. “Let’s go! Lét’s go!” they 
seem to be sfying. Im the silence and 
peace of their deep shade it’s as if our 


_ lives touched theirs in a common lan- 


guage of sympathy and understanding. 
In such illumined moments there is no 
room for bigotry or intolerance. In- 
creasingly we are ceasing to wonder that 
the sun had worshipers and the Nile, and 
the mountains, and even the moon, as it 
shone last night, over the Acre. There 
are Mohammedans who give every evi- 
dence of being a lot better than some 
Protestants we know. The world is filled 
with people who are better than their 
creed. We are all, at best, a badly mixed 
lot.of humans; and we often think that 
it must take a God of infinite patience 
to bear with us all. 


Life seems less complex when our trees 
teach us their simple philosophy. It is 
slowly dawning upon us that their 
prayers may be better than our half- 
hearted faith and many doubts. The per- 
fection of their achievement inspires faith 
and hope. The theological snaris vanish 
away. We feel that life’s ultimate pur- 
pose must be merciful and beneficent 
and that our faith in immortality will 
become natural and sweet when it is like 
a tree's sure recognition of coming buds 
and the resurrection of the spring. As 
in a flash of higher revelation, we behold 
the utter simplicity of truth; and thus in 
the companionship of our walnut trees 
we come a little closer to some under- 
standing of the Great Secret. 


Gently, softly the leaves flutter down. 
They mingle with the waiting earth to 
find new processes of contributing to the 
growth and beauty of the world. Their 
decay is change, not death. It is the re- 
lease of fresh energies. The old familiar

forms have gone, perhaps forever, but 
the spirit of the leaves is as potent for 

ng God's glory as when they 
danced in the morning sun or caught the 
silver shining of the stars. Their falling 
is a return. It is like a turning home- 
wards. We, too, growing older with the 
Acre, will find one day that the summer 
is waning and the autumn near at.hand. 
It would be wonderful to grow old like 
our trees; to find the green impetuous- 
ness of youth slowly turning into a mel- 
low, golden philosophy of life, to lose the 
fear of losing self; to carry about with 
us the atmosphere of their lovely se- 
renity; to feel in the gradual dissolution 
of our physical bodies a freeing of the 
spirit and the sure anticipation of a 
fuller ministry in the new life. 


Four rows of Eucalyptus trees are 
growing along the northern boundary of 


. the Acre. Slender and stately they sway 


in the summer trade winds like strange, 
enormous grasses. During the winter, 
throwing out their lovely blossoms, and 
throughout the year shedding long 
ragged garments. Disclosing as they 
trail away, the fresh, clean colors of the 
new bark. Proudly like conquerors they 
lift their heads fully seventy feet into the 
air. Few trees can equal their powers of 
adaptability to new environment, for 
they have come down from another geo- 
logical era. Their story reaches back to 
long ago. What strange mysterious 
power made for survival and enabled 
them to live on into all the changing 
conditions of a new epoch? They remind 
us of faces that we have seen—faces 
lined and weather-beaten by the winds 
of fate but calm and shining with the 
brave faith of the undefeated. We won- 
der if it is true that the Eucalyptus is a 
remnant of the lost continent of Lemuria, 
a land older than the lost Atlantis. Such 
vivid personality and individuality of ex- 
pression! Their whole appearance sug- 
gests the centuries of struggle and the 
strange experiences of another age. The 
leaves curved and scimitar-like seem 
fashioned by the stern necessities of 
combat. The peculiar balsamic odor 
pervading the branches and the oil 
stored in the twigs and leaves must have 
been an effective protection against at- 
tacking insects. They are beautiful in 
every mood, now etched like Japanese 
prints against the sunset sky, or holding 
the stars that seem to cluster in their 
topmost spires, or again, in the winter 
rains, tossing their branches and aban- 
doning themselves to the very spirit of 
the storm. 

Our little grove of blue-gum Eucalypti 
furnishes a perpetual supply of fuel for 
the fireplace. Two or three trees fill our 
needs for the whole winter. With aston- 
ishing vitality the bare stumps send up 
eager young shoots, We thin them out. 
In five or six years, they are again ripe 
for cutting. No other trees in the West 
are so rapid of growth. Compared with 
them, the oak is @ laggard, and scarcely 
accomplishes in @ century what the 
Eucalyptus crowds into twenty vigorous 
years. It is not at all uncommon to see 
trees five feet in diameter at the base 
rising to a height of one hundred and 
forty feet, and less than 30 years old. 

Rows of fire-wood, neatly corded and 
cut to proper size by the power-saws of 
the wood-cutters, are one of the welcome 
Sights of the Acre. Not even the King 
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of Abyssinia will take more solid com- 
fort in his supplies of fire-wood than we 
in these cuttings from our own trees. 

The slender sticks that we planted so 
carefully a few years ago are now a vig- 
orous young orchard. The feijoyas, 
those beautiful fruiting shrubs, have 
yielded richly. The English walnuts are 
pattering down. The persimmon trees— 
there are twenty of them—of the 
Hachaiya variety and grafted on th 
sturdy Lotus roots, display the tempting 
reddish gold of their fruit. We shall not 
pick them until they are dead ripe. Then 
their luscious softness will be sweet as 
honey. The orange and lemon trees are 
heavily loaded. Their harvest will come 
later in the winter when the mountains 
are white with snow. Quantities of 
guavas have been made into jelly. Of all 
the California fruits, there is none to 
surpass the delicate flavor of the guava. 
For several weeks the Avocado trees have 
been furnishing us with enticing salads. 
The olive tree is promising generous con- 
tributions. Even the French prune, al- 
though something of a laggard, has 
joined the harvest procession of the 
fruits. Best of all, the figs are ripe, large 
juicy Mission figs of the same variety 
that the padres introduced into South- 
ern California. There are the plum, nec- 
tarine and peach trees, so selected that 
their fruit is ripening over a period of six 
months. 

Our first inclination after settling upon 
the Acre was to set the entire place to 
orange trees. Every Easterner who buys 
land in California has this same experi- 
ence. There is an almost irresistible ap- 
peal in an orange grove. The fruit 
shining in nests of dark green, ripening 
in the winter sunlight against snow-cov- 
ered Sierras, or in the early Spring scat- 
tering fragrance over all the valley. No 
other trees seem so romantic or sun- 
saturated. So filled with personality 
that they fill the whole landscape with 
the exotic brilliance of the sub-tropics. 
One never tires of looking at them nor of 
rising on early summer morning and 
picking the fruit, golden, dew-drenched 
and delicious. We have the usual citrus 
varieties. There are the Valencia, and 
the Navel as well as the tangerine. 
grapefruit and lemon. The sweet juicy 
Valencia is our favorite. It has the 
unique advantage of providing its own 
storage facilities. Even though ripening 
in early June the fruit will keep perfectly 
on the trees for several months. thus 
providing a cool, refreshing beverage 
through the entire summer. During this 
period it holds undisputed supremacy in 
the American markets, for the Fictida 
shipments stop about the middle of June.

The Japanese persimmon trees are 
picturesque leaders in our Acre’s proces- 
sion of the fruits. In autumn the leath- 
ery green leaves turn to red as if to 
harmonize with the lacquer-colored 
globes. If tasted when hard, the per- 
simmon has such a puckery taste that 
one is almost strangled, but wait until 
it is dead ripe and soft enough to be 
eaten with a spoon. Then there is no 
trace of bitterness or astringency. The 
delicate flavor and sweetness place it 
among the most delicious of all fruits. 


We have one olive tree. It receives 
the veneration one always gives to the 
pioneer. Introduced by the padres, the 
olive survived the long years of drought 
and neglect which followed the secular- 
ization of the missions. Those early 
trees furnished the cuttings for most of 
the olive groves during the first twenty 
years or more of the American occupa- 
tion. Improved varieties have replaced 
the original orange seedlings. The 
thousands of acres planted to peaches, 
plums, grapes and cherries are the re- 
sult of a long process of elimination and 
evolution, but the old mission olive has 
proved its superiority against all she 
more recent varieties imported from Eu- 
rope. Few plants have rendered such.
